Executive Department, Tuscaloosa, Dec. 3Jst, 1832. 

To the Senate and House of Refiresentativcs: 

In compliance with a request of his Excellency, the Governor of the State of South Carolina, 
1 lay before the general assembly, a pamphlet containing a copy of the Ordinance adopted by a 
convention of that State, ‘ to nullify certain acts of the Congress of the United States, laying 
duties and imposts on the importation of foreign commodities;” also, an address to the people of 
South Carolina, and to the people of the United States. 

These documents apprise us that one of flic States of the Union is actually engaged in the at¬ 
tempt to enforce the right, which her statesmen have claimed, as belonging*to a single member 
of the national republic, to prevent within her Jim its. the operation of any act of Congress which 
she may deem unconstitutional. The Ordinance has put an end to all conjecture, as 5 o the true 
meaning of the doctrine of nullification, and discloses the menus necessary to enforce it. It has 
been transmitted to this department by order of the convention, expressly with the view of sub-, 
mittingit to the legislature, and of obtaining tin expression of their opinion on the subjects it em¬ 
braces. It becomes us, therefore, to examine it with attention, and to speak of it with the free, 
dom demanded by the crisis. The addresses which accompany it, are written with great abili¬ 
ty; containing impassioned and eloquent appeals to the feelings and prejudices of the people.— 
The third ana fourth sections of the Ordinance are especially worthy of attention. The first of 
these prohibits the constitutional right of appeal to the supreme court of the United States, and 
declares “that any person or persons attempting to take such appeal, shall be dealt with as for a 
contempt of court;” and the other declares, “that all persons now holding any office of honor, 
profit or trust, civil or military, shall take an oath to obey, execute and enforce this Ordinance, 
amd such acts of the legislature as may be passed in pursuance thereof; and on the neglect or 
omission of any such person or persons so to do, his or their office or offices, shall he forthwith va¬ 
cated, and shall be filled up as it such person or persons were dead or had resigned, and no her¬ 
eon hereafter elected to any office of profit «r trust, civil or military, .shall enter on the execu¬ 
tion of bis office, or be in any respect competent to discharge the duties thererjfj until he shall,

I:apprehend that it has at no lime been tn t c* contemplation of the President to cause the re¬ 
moval of any settler from the Indian territory, exempt those who had trespassed upon the indi¬ 
vidual possessions of the Indians, and had taken possession of reservations secured to them by 
the late treaty; learning that the resolution was founded on information obtained from some of 
the Senators, that all while persons had been ordered to remove from the Creek lands, I lost no 
time in addressing n letter to the honorable William It Kitig, requesting Ins interference in be¬ 
half of this portion of our citizens, and to obtain a revocation of the order, if any sufih had been 
rattle.
